All races, however, were of a 
fast and furious character and result~ 
ed in close finishes. It can be stated 
that a finer program of automobile 
events has not been previously wit- 
nessed in the west. The track was in 
excellent shape, the strong wind being 
the only imnpediment. 


Big Crowd Attended 


Seven events were on Saturday af- 
tornoon’s automobile racing program 
at the Edmonton exhibition and in 
each and every event thrills were pro- 
vided the record crowd that filled the 
grandstand and bleachers. Close fin- 
ishes were always the result and not 
until the racers had flashed by the 
judge's stand was it possible to deter- 
mine which driver had taken off the 
honors, 

The first event over a distance of 
three miles for light cars was won by 
Red Fosser with Putty Hoffman sec- 
ond and Ray Claypool third, the time 
being 3.50 2-5. Claypool took the lead 
in the first lap but was forced to give 
way to Putty Hoffman when on the 
homeward stretch of the third, Red 
retaining this lead and winning by a 
half a car.

FOOD PRICES 
FALL RAPIOL 
IN GERMANY 


Food Traffickers Are Being 
Forced to Get Rid of Their 
Supplics 


Berlin, July 11.—In view of the im- 


pending dare of the blockade, 
Rover r action in reduc- 
jing the price of food is forcing food 
traffickers to get rid of hidden sup- 
plies. As a remult, a sharp deoline of 
prices is reported from all sections 
of Germany, the most marked de- 
creases being in the Rhenish zone of 
occupation, where they have fallen 
from 380 to 606 per cent 

As stocks in occupied territory ap- 
parently exceed the demand, large 
quantities are being shipped to Berlin, 
where good prices still prevail. Ber- 
lin will probably be the fast city to 
enjoy price reductions. as much of the 
city’e supplies must be shipped long 
distances 

It is reported from Weimar that the 
government will exercise active con- 
trol of the incoming war inaterial 
and also exports, The latter part of
